The Dockrine of Regenerabior—bhe New Birth 
by Pastor Terry L. Reese, Valley GBC of Armagh, PA; 2/12/23 


John 3:3: “Jesus answered and said to him, "Truly, truly, I say to you, 
unless one is born again he cannot see the kingdom of God." 


REGENERATION (Matt. 19:28, Titus 3:5) is a work of sovereign 
Divine grace John 1:13) in which God freely imparts new life 
unto the dead (Eph. 2:1: “And you were dead in your trespasses 
and sins...”) by renewing our hearts—which, due to Original Sin, 
were antagonistic both towards God and the things of God (Eph. 
2:3, 1 Cor. 2:14). In this mighty work, the Spirit recreates the 
human heart (Ezek. 36:26), and we are made new creatures (IL 
Cor. 5:17)—with the inclination and capacity to love and adore 
God. In Jesus’ teaching unto Nicodemus (John 3:1-21), the 
language of the “new birth” is used, referring to a spiritual 
renaissance, or birth from above. Unless a man is born again, he 
cannot even see—let alone enter—the Kingdom of God (John 
8:8)!!! To refer to a believer as a “born again-Christian” is 
descriptive, yet somewhat redundant. ALL true Christians are 
born again; indeed, if one has not experienced such a rebirth, he 
is therefore unregenerate, and thus—by definition—nota Christian 
(John 8:7: “Do not marvel that I said to you, You must be born 
again."”). I Peter 1:23 tells us that believers “have been born again 
not of seed which is perishable but imperishable, that is, through 
the living and enduring word of God.” Ultimately, it is the destiny 
of spiritually renewed and regenerated men and women to 
inhabit a renewed and regenerated Heaven & Earth (Rev. 21:1-8)!
